On the contrary, it is stated that although in huge 


numbers, the Russians have been unable to Avithstand the fierce on- 
slaughts of Voii Hindenbitrg's men. It is said that the Kaiser lias 
gone to the eastern front. 


London Fears Another Raid 


LONDON, FEB. 6.—That another German raid iu Avhich not,

C., in which they are 
advised in veiy positive language 
that the practice of granting cre- 
dit aceomodaticms by means of 
overdrawn bank accounts'is one 
or \vhich.The National Banking 
Department looks with very much 
disfavor, and that the custom 
iri'ST CEASE ENTIRELY. The 
Hlatr- Banking Department 
of 


Ohio is working in conjunction 
with the Comptroller, and they 
have ordered that the practice of 
allowing ovcrdiafts cease. No dis 
erclion whatever is left with the 
officers of the bank, and the rul- 
ing.;; TIT alee it mandatory 
on tho 


Boards of Directors to see that 
the order is enforced. 


The- exact wording of tho order 


is as follows: "No officer or em- 
ployee of your bank, shall pay or 
charge to tho account of any de- 
positor, any cheek of such deposi- 
tor, when there are not sufficient 
funds to the credit of such deposi- 
tor to meet the same." 


We have many customers whose 


account has never in its history 
bc<fn overdrawn, and whose prac- 
tices will in no way be affected 
by this ruling. - There arc a few 
others who have occasionally re- 
sorted to this temporary ospedi- 
ent, bufr who, we trust, after read- 
ing this letter, will appreciate our 
position in the matter and not em- 
barrassus by asking these favors 
winch it Avill be impossible for us 
to grant, as the payment of checks 
for which there is not sufficient 
funds will have to be refused. 


"When a customer wishes to use 


more funds than he has to his cre- 
dit, application should be made 
to the President or Cashier of the 
bank, either personally or by Ict- 
tc:-. If the applicant 'has an es- 
tablished line of borrowing credit, 
tho transaction, if made person- 
ally, will consume but a lew min- 
utes. If the applicant has no es- 
tablished line of credit, the bank 
officer to whom the applicant, is 
made will take the matter up with 
the Discount Committee at once.

No man with the right kind of stufi" in him is ever ashamed of. 


his job. We speak of the "aristocracy of; labor," but no laborer 
can ever be classed as one of the aristocrats who is ashamed of his 
own work or looks down on a fellow laborer who has to work 'longer 
hours or whose clothes are not quite as good a& his. 


Charles Stelzle, himself a union man, telld of a little Minnesota 


railroad town where there are three women's clubs — one composed 
of the wives of the engineers, another consisting of the wives of the 
firemen, while the third is made up of the wives of the brakeaien. 
He says it is impossible for the wives of the firemen to join the club 
composed of the wives of the engineers, and as Cor the wives of 
brakemen — they are simply ostracized socially. Yet all their 
, bands belong to the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen! 


Mr. Stelzle is a machinist by trade and he tells of the conditions 


which exist in that' era ft. Iln says there are a good half dozen grades 
of societjr among the employes. The draftsmen — who regard them- 
selves as professional men — feel that they me somewhat above the 
pattern makers, who wear aprons instead of eoats when they work. 


The pattern makers consider themselves a whole lot better than 


the machinist because they wear white shirts instead of overalls, 
and. because they get about 50 cents a day more pay. 
But the ma- 


chinists have a notion that they arc better than the moulders because 
the moulder's job is dirtier and in some ways appears less *' scienti- 
fic." 


The moulders look down on the tinsmiths, and the whole bunch 


despise the common laborer. 
They decline to eat their lunches and 


drink their beer in the same corner with him and when he goes out 
on a job with the mechanics he is treated "like a paekhorse and isn't 
considered worth talking to." 


This is one workman 'rf characterization of his fellows. 
And it 


apply clear through the entire; inan-nuulo scale of human employ- 


ment. Continuing, Mr. Stelzle says that in the city 
department 


<- stores which arc organized, the clerk regards himself as superior to 


the artisan and laborer. He simply will not be known as a "work- 


-, ing: man." 


The man. who regards thej'aristocracy of labor" as based on 


any such flimsy, artificial, ridiculous distinctions as these is dense to 


- the true interest of , labor. The distinction is in the man himself — 


and not hk job. The man who performs the meanest job to the best 
of his ability and takes an honest pride, m Avork well done is more of 
an aristocrat than the son of the millionaire whose chief pride con- 
sists in toe number of girls he has ruined and the amount of booze 


, Le can soak up without being put under the table. 


The parasite who lives on the labor of his fellows, whether he 


is a cheap gambler in the slums or a "highbrow" engaged in the 


- 
promotion of questionable enterprises, is too frequently looked up to 
and aped by men who earn their bread in the sweat of their faces. 
The clothes and unsoiled' hands too frequently create a distinction 


j 
which workmen themselves are foolish enough to recognize. 


It is sincerely to be hoped that Ameiica will never breed a race 


. of sycophants. 
(If you don't know what that last word means you 


had better look it up.) 
The workingnu-n of this count n need never 


expect to make any real advance until they agree to advance to- 
gether. They "will ne\er attain the things they aspire to by climb- 
ing over each others prostrate bodies.

Washington. Feb. 7—A bill was of- 


fered in the house \>y Representative 
Loft of New York providing that work 
shall be given to the unemployed on 
federal 
public works, and that of 


those so employed the president shall 
designate the able-bodied for training 
w» military service for four hours 
every day. 
Members of the reserve 


so created shall, upon the expiration 
ot their term of enlistment, be sub- 
ject to call "in case of war and shall 
report to the government for two 
weeks military service every year. 
They are to be compensated "at the 
prevailing: wage rate." The term of 
enlistment is fixed at four months. 


In organizing this army of unem- 


ployed the president is directed first 
tc make a census of all males in the 
United States between the ages of 16 
and 65 who are out of work. All 
would get employment tinder toe Loft 
bill either on public works of the 
states or the federal government. The 
bill expressly provides that the presi- 
dent shall co-operate with the states

been known in the present war

But in the present conflict, which is 


raging over a front more than ten 
miles long, the Russians have to reck- 
on with the reckless valor of the Ger- 
mans. The first line German troops 
have been dubbed the "death brigade" 
sad each man has been warned that 
death must be expected. 
In spite of 


the blasts from Russian rifles, ma- 
chine guns and neavy artillery, the 
Germans 
have attacked time and 


again with, bravery which compels the 
admiration of their foes. 


Trenches have literally been filled 


with corpses until they offer no' fur- 
ther protection and the Germans and 
Russians battled wit-i bayonets in 
hand-to-hand fighting over the bodies 
oi the dead. 
Over the frozen soiU of 


the 
battlefield, 
now plowed 
with 


Shrapnel and sprinkled with corpses, 
the tide of the battle has swung back- 
vard and forward, but 
official dis- 


patcnes from the front now decclafe 
that the German offensive has been 
checked. Inspired by the presence of 
C'zar Nicholas, wno has cone to the 
Polish front, Oie Russians are coun- 
tering all along the line. 


The losses of the German legions 


are enormous. 
Within the past five 


days, it is estimated, 50,000 Germans 
have been killed, wounded or taken 
prisoners. The Russian losses were 
necessarily very heavy, but no figures 
were given out. Again the superiority 
of numbers has coine to the aid of the 
Russians. Tens of thousands of fresh 
Russian reserves ha-se been iurled 
forward against the Germans in the 
pa^t forty-eight hours to break down 
the resistance of the Teuton troops, 
•whose endurance has been taxed to 
the utmost bv the incessant fighting 
of the past week
